; Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
j together  with  the  Rocky  Mount- 
I ain  Gerontological  Association. 

' DR.  WILMA  Donahue,  geront- 
I ology  chairman  at  the  University 
! of  Michigan,  opened  the  seminar 
by  discussing  the  role  of  the  uni- 
versity in  serving  the  aged  in  a 
community. 

W’ORKSHOPS  were  led  by  Dr. 
Bernard  L.  Bloom,  mental  health 
! program  analyst  for  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service  in  Denver, 
Col.,  and  Mr.  Sterling  K.  Peter- 
son, regional  representative  on 
aging,  Department  of  Health,  Ed- 
ucation, and  Welfare  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. 

TECHNOLOGY  and  medical 
science  are  the  main  factors  in 
an  ever-increasing  life  span,  said 
Dr.  Donahue.  Present  average 
life  expectancy  for  a woman  is 
72  years  and  a man  68  years. 


ACCORDING  to  UPI  vice  presi- 
dent Earl  J.  Johnson,  “editors 
usually  base  their  judgments  oh 
significance,  shock  value,  human 
interest  and  the  amount  of  space 
the  story  occupied  in  the  news- 
papers.” 

Several  situations  which  filled 
newspapers  for  days  have  been 
collected  under  one  heading  in  the 
UPI  nominations,  such  as  the  en- 
rollment of  a Negro  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi  or  the 
Cuban  crisis.

Another  is  early  retirement  so| 
older  people  wil  lhave  time  to  de- 
velop their  interests  in  cultural  I 
things — things  they  didn’t  have  I 
time  for  in  their  earning  years—  I 
before  sickness  and  trouble  over-  P 
take  them. 
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Whereas  in  the  1900’s  45  to  55  | 
was  considered  “old  age,”  in  1960  I 
people  in  that  bracket  are  at  I 
their  peak.  The  years  65  to  80 1 
are  characterized  as  “later  ma- 
turity” and  the  years  beyond  80 1 
as  “old  age,”  she  explained. 

Family  life  is  a problem  for  [ 
the  senior  citizen.  In  modern  so- 
ciety the  senior  citizen  is  often  | 
dependent  on  his  children  for  i 
support  or  lives  far  from  them  f 
because  of  their  employment. 


“The  task  of  this  generation  is 
to  be  architects  of  a society  in 
which  older  people  have  a cher- 
ished and  needed  place,”  Dr.  Don- 
ahue concluded.

For  those  planning  on  purchas- 
ing ice  skates  for  Christmas,  Del 
Faddis,  BYU  figure  skating  in- 
structor, has  offered  a check  list. 

THE  HIGHER  number  of  "yes” 
i answers  the  shopper  can  give  to 
the  following  questions,  the  bet- 
ter the  skating  will  be,  Faddis 
said. 

1.  Is  the  leather  of  good  qual- 
ity? You  can  usually  tell  just  by 
looking.  2.  Are  the  boots  and 
tongue  lined  with  a soft  inner 
lining?  3.  Is- the  workmanship  of 
good  quality?  4.  Is  there  at  least 
one  inch  of  space  left  between 
the  two  lacing  sides  after  the 
boots  have  been  laced?  (Quite 
often  the  leather  stretches  and 
this  space  is  needed  to  insure 
tight  lacing). 

5.  Is  the  counter  stiff  and 
strong  or  does  it  seem  inade- 


quate? Does  it  support  not  only 
the  ankle  but  also  the  arch?  6.  Is 
the  blade  screwed  on?  (If  it  is 
riveted  it  will  not  be  moveable. 
Since  everyone  walks  slightly  dif- 
ferently, it  is  logical  to  assume 
that  everyone  will  not  want  the 
blade  mounted  on  the  boot  in 
exactly  the  same  place.)  Is  the 
blade  straight? 

7.  Does  the  blade  have  a mas- 
ter tooth?  (The  master  tooth  is 
the  large,  bottom  tooth  on  the 
front  of  the  blade  that  can  be 
used  for  backward  stopping, 
jumping,  spins  and  walking  on 
the  toes.) 

One  final  note  about  buying 
ice  skates.  Very  rarely  can  a 
skate  and  boot  incorporating  the 
items  pointed  out  above  be  pur- 
chased for  less  than  $15.00  a pair. 
You  only  get  what  you  pay  for.

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‘Weak  Ankles  Don’t  Exist’  Says  Skate  Instructor

Figure  Ice  Skating  Instructor 
Whenever  the  subject  ol  ice 
skating  comes  up,  it’s  always  fol- 
lowed by,  “Oh,  I can’t  ice  skate, 
I have  weak  ankles.” 


Unless  you  have  been  handi- 
capped by  illness  or  an  accident, 
this  so-called  weakness  of  the 
ankle  probably  doesn’t  really  ex- 
ist. Even  many  handicapped  per- 
sons who  wear  braces  find  that 
they  can  become  fairly  accom- 
plished skaters. 

In  most  cases  the  trouble  is 
with  the  fit  of  the  skate  rather 
than  the  strength  of  the  ankle. 
The  skating  instructor’s  motto 
is,  ‘If  you  can  walk,  you  can  ice 
skate.” 


Following  is  a list  of  the  ma- 
jor problems  for  which  “weak 
ankles”  has  taken  the  blame: 


1.  THE  MOST  common  mistake 
made  by  the  new  skater  is  that 
of  getting  the  wrong  shoe  size. 
It  is  quite  natural  for  parents  to 
buy  street  shoes  one  to  two  sizes 
larger  than  the  foot  in  order  to 
take  care  of  future  growth  needs, 
but  ice  skate  shoes  should  be  as 
close  fitting  as  possible.  If  the 
size  is  correct,  the  skater’s  foot 


and  the  ice  skate  boot  become  as 
one  and  the  wobbly  condition  re- 
ferred to  as  “weak  ankles”  won’t 
exist. 


2.  ANOTHER  important  con- 
sideration is  the  fit  and  type  of 
sock  worn.  Indoor  skating  calls 
for  a light-weight  sock  that  will 
give  a close  fit,  warmth  and  ab- 
sorbency. 


When  skating  out-of-doors,  one 
should  wear  a medium  weight 
sock,  usually  a wool  blend,  orlon, 
or  nylon,  which  gives  snug  fit, 
warmth  and  absorbency.  Thick 
heavy  socks  make  a snug  fit  al- 
most impossible,  and  they  are 
likely  to  wrinkle,  causing  blist- 
ers on  the  skater’s  foot. 

Cotton  socks  are  not  recom- 
mended because  cotton  lacks  the 
warmth  and  resiliency  necessary 
for  good  skating  comfort. 

3.  LACK  OF  AMPLE  support 
within  the  boot’s  last  is  another 
common  cause  of  “weak  ankle” 
problems. 

All  skate  boots  have,  or  should 
have,  what  is  known  in  skating 
circles  as  a “counter,”  a built-in 
heel  and  arch  support.  It  can  be 
located  by  feeling  for  a rigid 
section  in  the  heel  of  the  boot. 


In  order  to  give  satisfactory  re- 
the  ball  of  the  foot 


4.  WORN  OUT  support  is  of- 
ten a cause  of  poor  skating  en- 
joyment. Second  hand  purchases 
or  family  hand-me-downs  should 
be  checked  carefully  to  see  that 
the  counter  has  not  become  soft 
as  a result  of  wear. 

5.  LACING  THE  skates  prop- 
erly is  almost  as  important  as 
suits  it  should  extend  from  the 
heel  area  all  the  way  forward 
along  the  arch  area  and  end  near

the  right  fit.  Laces  should  be 
snug  at  the  bottom,  fairly  tight 
at  the  ankles  and  snug  at  the  top. 
Although  snug  laces  at  the  top 
and  bottom  offer  little  to  sup- 
port, looseness  there  can  work 
itself  into  the  ankle  area  where 
tight  lace  support  is  very  im- 
portant. Loose  laces  at  the  ankle 
can  start  a foot  wobble.
